Party II — M / s Mc Dowell & Company Limited (here 
inafter called as the Employer -Company ) has a factory , 
situated at Bethora Ponda , Goa and it manufactures 
various types of Indian made Foreign Liquor and Beer . 
It has a sister concern known as Keserval Beverages 
situated at the same place and under the same manage 
ment. It also manufactures some types of liquor and 
beers. All the products of the Employer -Company have 
a very good market in Goa , as well as in other States . 
The head office of the Employer -Company is situated 
at Bangalore. This Company has a chain of factories 
all over India , and has a turn over of over 100 crores 
every year. Party I --- Workman was appointed as 
worker w.e.f. 10th Nov., 1980 in the Employer - Company 
at Bethora. For about two years , he worked on tempo 
rary basis . However , his services were confirmed in April, 
1982. All the workmen serving in the factory are the 
members of Goa Trade & Commercial Workers Union 
since 1982. Hence the workman also became the member 
of the said Union . It is the case of the workman that 
he was discharging his duties quite faithfully and ho 
nestly without giving any room for complaint. No memo 
or even the charge sheet , except the one in question 
was issued to him . On 26-3-86 the workman reported 
for work as usual at 8.30 a . m . At about 12.30 p . m . 
which was lunch time, the workman went in the rest 
room along with others . When he returned , he saw his

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workman . It is also denied that the enquiry was not 
conducted by following the principles of natural justice , 
as alleged by the workman . Alternatively ; it has been 
contended that in the event, if the enquiry is held to be 
not fair and proper , the Employer - Company should be 
given an opportunity to lead evidence in support of the 
charges leyelled against the workman . It has been finally 
contended that the acts committed by the workman 
were of riotous nature, and considering the past record , 
the extreme penalty of dismissal was perfectly just and 
legal, which calls for no interference by this Tribunal. 


colleague by name -Prashant Kulkarni sleeping on the 
bench , with his legs up. The workman also found some 
water sprinkled on the bench . Hence , the present work 
man went to lie down on another bench . After some 
time, when this workman was taking rest , P. Kulkarni 
went near him and caught hold of his collar. He ques 
tioned him as to why he sprinkled water on his person . 
The workman denied to have sprinkled water and asked 
him to leave his collar. When this incident occurred the 
other workers gathered and they separated the present 
workman from being assaulted by P. Kulkarni. At that 
time, one glass plank of the window fell down , That 
time, Mr. Paul D Costa , Personnel Officer was passing 
by the side of the rest room . When he heard the noise 
of the glass plank , he came and enquired as to what 
had happened . The other workers informed him that 
P. Kulkarni and Kurtikar were fighting amongst them 
selves . Hence, Paul went away . At about. 2,30 p . m . the 
present workman was called by Mr. Verma, the Manager 
in his cabin . That time, P. Kulkarni was already there . 
Mr. Verma made some enquiry about the incident which 
had previously occurred . However, the workman told him 
that he did not assault P. Kulkarni. Instead , he stated 
that he was caught hold of by P. Kulkarni. Thereafter , 
P. Kulkarni and the workman were taken to the Chief 
Executive by name Shri Nandeshwar, He also made 
further enquiry . Thereafter , the workman was not allo 
wed to report for duty . Thereafter, on the same day, at 
about 4.00 p . m . the Chief Executive called the workman 
in his cabin , and handed over to him a charge sheet cum 
suspension order dated 27-3-1986 . Thus , under this letter 
the workman was suspended with immediate effect. He 
was charge- sheeted for having behaved in a riotous 
manner by pouring water on the person of P. Kulkarni: 
It was also added that the workman indulged in abusive 
language and threatened that he would murder Kulkarni. 
On the next day, the workman sent a reply to the charge 
sheet , in which he denied all the allegations levelled 
against him . Thereafter , on 19-4-1986 an enquiry was 
held by Mr. Ulhas Raiker , an Advocate . In the enquiry , 
some evidence was led and on considering the same, the 
I. O., submitted his findings on 25-5-1986 holding that 
all the wages levelled against the workman were duly 
proved . It is the grievance of the workman that the I. 
O., did not conduct the enquiry fairly and properly and 
did not appiy his mind to the facts of the case with 
the result that the findings given by him are perverse. 
The Employer -Company accepted the findings and issued 
a show cause notice dated 3-6-1986 and called upon him 
to show cause why his services should not be terminated : 
Thereafter , the workman sent a reply to the show cause 
notice dated 20-6-1986 . Thereafter , on 19-8-1986 , the Em 
pioyer- Company issued a letter to the workman under 
which he was dismissed from service with immediate 
effect. It has been submitted by the workman that in 
the year 1987, the Employer had imposed a lock - out in 
the factory . Hence , the Union went on strike from 
24-3-87 to 3-10-87 . During discussions, several other 
issues were resolved ; but the dispute relating to the 
present workman was not resolved . Hence , the conci 
liation proceedings were initiated before the Labour Com 
missioner . However , as there was no settlement, a failure 
report was submitted , pursuant to which ; the Govern 
ment was pleased to refer this dispute to this Tribunal. 
The workman therefore prays that the order of termi 
nation is illegal and unjust, and hence the same should 
be set aside, and he should be reinstated in service with 
other monetary benefits . 


5. Thereafter , the workman filed a rejoinder at Exb . 4 , 
wherein he controverted all the contentions of Party II and 
reiterated his claim made in the Statement of claim . 

6. On these pleadings , my learned Predecessor Shri S. V. 
Nevagi framed the following issues at Exb . 5 . 

1. Whether a fair , proper and impartial enquiry was 

conducted against the workman as regards the inci 
dent which took place at about 13.05 hours on 27-3-86 

as alleged ? 
2. Whether the findings of the Enquiry Officer Shri 

Ulhas Pai Raiker , Advocate , is just and proper in the 

circumstances of the case ? 
3. If so, whether the action of the management, based 

on the enquiry report in terminating the services of 
the workman Narayan B. Kurtikar is just and legal. 

in the circumstances of the case ? 
4. If not, what reliefs is the workman entitled to in 

this Government reference ? 
5. What order ? 


7. My findings on the above issues are as follows for the 
reasons stated below :

REASONS 


8. The respective contentions of the parties to this dispute : 
have been stated in the opening paragraphs of this judgment; 
which need no further repetition . Now , out of the five issues 
framed at Exb . 5 , issue No. 1 as regards the fairness of the 
domestic enquiry was treated as preliminary issue and the 
same has been considered by me after appreciating the evi 
dence led on behalf of both the sides . By my order at Exb . 20 
dated 28-7-92 I have held that the domestic enquiry held 
against the workman is perfectly fair and proper. In view 
of the matter , the next question that arises for determi- . 
nation is whether the findings recorded by the I. O., are 
just and proper and whether the final order of termination 
based on the said report is just and legal. These are the 
only two issues which survive for consideration in this case .

4. Party II — M / s Mc Dowell & Company by its Written 
Statement at Exb . 3 resisted the workman s claim conten 
ding interalia as follows : 

On 27-3-86 , the present workman , who was an emplo 
yee of Party II had behaved in a riotous manner and he 
poured water on the person of P. Kulkarni, while he 
was taking rest . The workman also indulged in abusive 
language and threatened him that he will murder him . 
He also broke a window glass of the rest room . Hence : 
he was charge sheeted and a Domestic Enquiry was held 
against him in which he fully participated . The enquiry 
was conducted fairly and properly , and on considering 
the evidence led before him , the I. O., submitted his 
findings in which he held the charges levelled against 
the workman proved . The management after re -appraisal 
of the findings confirmed the same, and eventually issued 
a show cause notice to the workman and consequently 
the workman s services were terminated . It is denied 
that . during enquiry no eye witness was examined to 
support the allegations made against the delinquent 


9. The domestic enquiry in this case was conducted by 
Adv. U. B. P. Raiker who is a Practicing Advocate . The 
R & P along with the findings of the enquiry have been 
produced in this case . Now , the charges levelled against 
the workman can be found at Exb . 7. There were as many 
as 4 charges namely : 
( 1 ) Drunkedness , riotous , disorderly , indecent or im 

proper behaviour on the premises of the establish 
ment if adversely affects or is likely to affect 

the working or discipline of the establishment. 
( 2 ) Commission of any act subversive of discipline or 

good behaviour on the premises of the establish 

ment. 
( 3 ) Damage or loss whether wilful or due to irrespon 

sible action , or damage due to negligence Or . 
carelessness to or / or work in process or to / or of 

any properly of the establishment . 
( 4 ) Use of impolite or insulting or abusive language, 

assault or threat , intimidation or coercion within 
the premises of the Company against any employee 
of the Company or any other person authorised 
to work in the Company. 


These are the misconducts under clause 21 ( v ) (xill ) ( xix ) 
and (XLIV ) of the Standing Orders of the Company, Now , 
the perusal of the findings of the I. O., clearly reveals that

the management examined as many as 3 witnesses , one of 
whom . was Prashant Kulkarni against whom the workman 
committed the above referred acts . After considering the 
evidence led by the management, in conjunction with the 
solitary statement of the delinquent workman , the Inquiry 
Officer found that the charges levelled against workman 
were substantially proved . I have carefully gone through 
the R & P of the enquiry and have found that the findings 
recorded by the I. O., are well justified and they 
sufficiently borne out by the evidence led before me. I there 
fore feel absolutely no hesitation in accepting the said 
findings which were already accepted by the management, 
on the basis of which the final order of termination : was 
passed. In view of this conclusion, I answer issue No .: 2 in 
the affirmative .

10. That takes me to consider whether the extreme 
penalty of dismissal is really called for . Now , regard being 
had to the seriousness of the charges proved against him , I 
do not find that the penalty imposed upon the workman 
can be said to be out of proportion . As I lave stated earlier , 
the misconduct committed by the workman is certainly of 
a serious nature and inorder to maintain discipline amongst 
the workers of the Company it was absolutely essential for 
the management to pass an order of termination . Nothing 
has been urged on behalf of the workman to state as to how 
the penalty imposed upon him is not just and proper , I, 
therefore hold that the order of termination passed by the 
management is perfectly legal and proper and calls for no 
interference by this Tribunal. 


11. Moreover , Party II — Management has also produced 
some cogent evidence to prove that after the dismissal, the 
workman has been gainfully employed and he is running a 
motorcycle taxi, . The management has examined Shri Paul 
D Costa who is the Administrative Officer in the Company 
at Exb . 23. He has stated that the workmari was driving 
a motorcycle since the date of his termination and he plys 
his motorcycle in Ponda town . He has also stated that the 
workman is earning Rs. 75 / - to Rs. 80 / - per day . Finally , he 
has stated that the motorcycle is registered in the name of 
this workman and the same is at No. GDY - 1086. He has been 
cross examined to some extend but no material useful for 
the defence of the workman has been brought on record in 
his cross examination . Whatever has been stated by this 
witness is also borne out by the documents at Exb. 24 & 25 . 
I, therefore feel absolutely no hesitation to accept the 
evidence of this witness in proof of the fact that after 
dismissal, the workman has been gainfully employed . 
Of course this as of the case has little relevance in view 
of my finding on issue No. 3 .
